DETAILED ACTION 

Notice to Applicant 

1 . Tliis comnnunication is in response after tlie Board of Decision submitted on 
7/08/09. Claims 9-20, 22 and 23 have been cancelled. Claims 1-8 and 21 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8 and 21 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance in light of the Board Decision mailed on 7/08/09 and Appellants 
Remarks filed on 08/24/09. 

Independent claims 1 and 21 are allowed due to the followings findings by the 
Board of Decision recited for the analysis on pages 13 and 16 which stipulated as 
follows: "storing the set of codes and the medical diagnoses in a memory of a portable 
terminal; detecting selection by a user of a subset of the displayed codes that 
corresponds to a medical diagnosis relevant to a patient; and wirelessly transmitting the 
selected subset of the displayed codes from the portable terminal to a server system via 
a first network capable of providing communication between the portable terminal and 
the server system, wherein said wirelessly transmitting causes the healthcare data 
corresponding to the selected subset of the displayed codes to be provided to a medical 
patient via a second network capable of providing communication between the server 
system and a patient accessible device". 

Claims 2-8 incorporate the features of claims 1 and 21 through their 
dependencies, and are also allowed for the same reasons given above. 
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The drawings filed on 1 1/15/00 liave been acl<nowledged and considered by tlie 
Examiner.
